remaining. 


The horses were not hurt and 


bolted, The Grand Duke was in-

The' coachman was also killed. 


He was so frightfully burned by 
the explosive with which the bomb 
was charged that he died .while be 
ing taken to a hospital. 


On the arrest of the murderers, 


neither of whom was known to the 
police, one of them coolly said: 
'I don't care; I have done 'my 
job." 


An immense crowd gathered at 


the spot and made a demonstration 
against a number of students who 
commenced scattering revolution- 
ary pamphlets. 


Within a few minutes after the 


explosion people might have been 
seen gathering up pieces of wood 
and clothing as mementoes of the 
tragedy. 


When the Grand Duchess Eliza- 


beth, widow of the Grand Duke 
Sergius, was informed of the oc- 
currence, she immediately went to 
the scene of (he assassination with- 
out waiting to put on a hat or 
cloak. 


The gates' of the Kremlin wert 


closed as soon as the news of the 
assassination was conveyed to the 
authorities and the remains of the 
Grand Duke were taken to -.the 
Nicholas Palace.

SOLD DAUGHTER. 


The first charge the moth'er brings 


against her former husband is that he 
sold their twelve-year-old daughter 


. Maretsa to Michael Stanovich in Tuba 
county last June. The price .paid the 
father, according to the sworn state- 
ment of-Mrs. Stanley, was J700. After 
the girl was sold her master attempted 
to marry her. -His suit was rejected 
and harsh measures were resorted to 
by her captor, by Joseph Stanley, who 
is married to Annie, another daughter 
of the fortune teller, and by others. 
The girl was threatened, beaten and 
abused until she finally consented 
to 


marry* the man to whom she was sold 
by her father.

eighteen.

President of State Savings Bank Argues 


That Hostility to Capital Has Held 
Oakland Back for Many Years. 


Editor 
TRIBUNE: On my first 


visit to Oakland, during the month of 
June, seventeen years ago, it was my 
privilege to fall in with an acquaint- 
ance of mine, whom I knew in Topeka, 
Kansas. He was a large stockholder 
and one-of the active directors of the 
Santa Fe; a man of much experience 
and extensive travel- 


Daring this month we crossed the 


hay several times together, and with 
much enthusiasm he dilated on the 
beautiful bay of San Francisco, stating 
among other things that all the bot- 
toms of the world could float upon its 
waters, and that it was destined to be- 
come one of the great seaports on this 
continent. 


He pictured in. glowing colors what 


San Francisco and Oakland would be 
in the coming years, and further re- 
marked -that if he were twenty years 
younger, he would secure as 
muc?l 


Interest in the bay cities as his means 
would reach. One of his pet 
ideas 


was to have a gravel train, run 'by 
gravity, from the foothills to the bay, 
making a deep water front for Oak- 
land. 


While he said but little about the 


Santa Fe. I knew that they were look- 
Ing towards this portion o{ the coast 
for an outlet, and have only been dis- 
appointed in the time they took in 
getting here. ' At that'time there was 
a great hue and cry against the South- 
ern Pacific. A great many of those 
whom I met at that time turned their 
conversation upon the Southern Pa- 
cific, regarding it as one of the great 
obstacles to the advancement of Cali- 


- fornla, 


PREJUDICE AGAINST

At first I thought there was some- 


thing In it, but on further investiga- 
tion I came to the conclusion that the 
great mass of the public was doing in- 
justice to this road. My friend of the 
Santa Fe spoke

things about it that'doubtless could be 
.Improved, yet it was a wonderful fac- 
tor in building up the bay cities, men- 
tioning, among other things, the free

The Santa Fe, on its arrival here, 


was justly looked upon as a ..great 
boon for the coast, and it has been a 
great city-builder from its organiza- 
tion to the present time. But notwith- 
standing we have secured another 
trans-continental system, there has 
been no reduction in freights or pas- 
senger rates to the East. 


FOLLY OF FIGHTING CAPITAL. 
My object in referring to some of 


these facts is simply this: it has been 
our disposition to fight corporations. 


.- .It seemed to he-the duty of a large por- 
. tlon of the people of Oakland to com- 
plain and throw every" object-'in . the 


. way of corporations, whereas, we 'know- 


that corporations build cities.-, 


It seems that our present Council 


- tielieve that they were elected for the 


•purpose, at any cost, o£ securing an- 
other -water plant for Oakland, and pur 
retiring Council are of the 
opinion 


seemingly that it is their bounderr duty 
to do this, before their'term of service 
expires. 


For one, I have great doubts about 


the expediency of a city owrilrrg"- its 
own water plant. The arguments, pro. 
or 'con, in reference to this would Be 
too long for a newspaper article." 


Of course, our Council is actuated 


by the best motives in the conducting 
of the city's business, yet what mis- 
takes have, been made. For instance: 
One of our city attorneys informed 
IT.; that one payment of $10,000 had 
been made for the dredging of Lake 
Merritt, and no compensation was re- 
ceived for the same; and perhaps this 
was done through no fault of the City 
Council, but simply slipped through the 


civic machinery without the knowledge 
of the officers whose duty it was to 


uard the city's rights. 


BLUNDERS OF THE COUNCIL, 
Again, in a recent transaction here 


on Twenty-third avenue and East 
Fourteenth street, the city ordered a 
storm' sewer laid, making no provision 
for an outlet, and inserted in our bond 
election a certain provision for secur- 
ing this outlet. The bonds were de- 
feated, and no outlet was provided for. 
The sewer was put in with great cost 
to the city, and in a very few days it 
was pronounced worthless having no 
outlet. 


The same Council, at a great ex- 


pense, ordered the same work 
done 


over again, and in less than a week It 
was pronounced worthless as a perma-' 
nent work for the city. 


Again, there was recently a move- 


ment to take a large part of the su- 
burban portion into the city limits of 
Oakland. This tract will hold, in the 
near future', 20,000 people. .Every tax- 
payer that was asked in the city of 
Oakland, large and small, signed the 
petition willingly, stating that 
they 


were very anxious to extend the city 
limits eastward. A sufficient number 
of names was secured. The City At- 
torney 
informed 
the 
Council 
that 


everything was regular, and an order 
ought to have been made, but for some 
unknowable reason, the Council failed 
to order the election. 


HARASSMENT OIF USELESS LITI- 


GATION. 


This was a great mystery to many, 


.believing that it was for the- general 
good to extend the city limits to take 
In as much territory as possible. 


These facts • are simply referred to 


to show how difficult it is for a Council 
actuated by good-intentions to control 
properly even small schemes for the 
benefit of the city. One of the best 
informed men in the city of Oakland, 
who has resided here for over forty 
years, .informed me recently that the 
city, has paid out over 580,000 to at- 
torneys to fight corporations, and prac- 
tically has secured no' benefit what- 
ever. 
• ' 


Probably no other city in the Union 


has been actuated by such a thirst to 
cripple or antagonize corporations by 
litigation. It is said that Mr. Hunt- 
ington would have spent his millions 
around the bay in building railroads. 
the same as he is now doing in Los 
Angeles, making that city the 
very 


poetry of motion, so'far as railroads 
are concerned. But he knew our gen- 
eral hostility here to corporations, and 
selected Los Angeles instead of Oak- 
land. 


We all know for a while the major- 


ity of the peo'ple was unfriendly to the 
syndicate for building and extending 
their substantial roads in all directions.; 
doing more for Oakland, perhaps, than 
all the other combinations together. 


It is a matter o£ history with the 


early settlers that Fair and other 
w.ealthy men, were frowned-upon when 
they attempted to benefit this side of 
the bay by contemplated railroads and 
other .improvements.

city officials, but a short time ago held 
up an order due the Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company, he believing that no 
money should be paid to this corpora- 
tion Without- an order of the court. 

Eminent coun- 
sel-was retained.. .The result, the city 
lost its suit, and-some $2,500 was to 
.pay. This the Council allowed, 'not- 
withstanding they refused to expend 
$3,000 to extend the.city limits east- 
ward,'taking in a.large territory.

dens. "Our taxes, at' present,

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The Prphibitionists and the Canteen 


It is useless to tell the ultra, temperance enthusiasts that the 


abolition of the canteen has caused additional demoralization and in- 
creased drunkenness in the army. They know no degrees between ab- 
solute abstinence and complete sottishness. 
•the sale of liquor to any extent is a crime, 


Their contention is that 
and that it is the duty, 


therefore, of the Government to prohibit it. They object to the Gov- 
ernment sanctioning or regulating the sale of liquor on the ground 
'that to do so is to countenance and abet a crime. It is not temperance 
these intense people seek, but prohibition of all traffic in liquor. If 
they could have their way they would prohibit under the severest pen- 
alties the manufacture, sale and drinking of all intoxicants. 


It must be conceded that these people are severely logical. Hav- 


-.ing determined in their own'minds that it is a crime to make, sell or 
'drink intoxicating liquor, there is no middle ground. Would you li- 
,cense and regulate murder? they ask. Are arson and larceny to be 
committed in moderation5 But men will make and drink liquor even 
if the law does forbid them, you say. Men will and do commit murder, 
arson and larceny in spite of the penalties of the law answer the Pro- 
hibitionists. 


It must be admitted that they have a case when their origiua' 


premise is granted. They argue that drunkenness is a crime, ergo it 
is a crime to manufacture or sell any beverage that will make men 
drunk. It logically follows that the Government is participating in a 
crime when it taxes and licenses the sale of liquor. 


With the Prohibitionists the moral aspect of liquor and liquor 


drinking overshadows every other consideration. They decline 
to 


discuss expediency or to deal with propositions practically. Their 
aim is to make it impossible for liquor to be obtained or drunk. They 
forget that almost any person of ordinary brains can make brandy 
with a tea kettle and a basket of half rotten apples; that they can get 
drunk by squeezing grape juice into a jar or letting grain ferment in a 
tub. 
Alcohol is produced so easily and in such a multitude of ways 


that it is a physical impossibility to prevent it being made and drunk 
by statute 
The trouble with the Prohibitionists is that they are try- 


ing to lay an embargo on the appetites and the personal liberty of the 
great mass of men.

The railways in the United States are controlled by less than a 


dozen groups of individuals. Each group is in turn dominated by 
two or three persons. The process of compressing control in a few 
hands is still going on, and seems likely to go on—unless summarily 
checked—till the control of all the great railroad systems 
is prac- 


tically centered in, one group of individuals with a single dominating 
head. 


It would then be a question for determination whether the Gov- 


ernment or the railway interests is the stronger. The railroads would 
seek to employ the agencies of the Government through its own rep- 
resentatives, and would consequently attempt to control the selection 
of Governors and Congressmen, and Presidents even. Then the is- 
sue would squarely be drawn between government by the people and 
for the people and government by the railroads for the railroads. 


From controlling the railroad lines, the transportation magnates 


would extend their dominion over traffic by obtaining control over the 
steamship lines- That accomplished, the commerce of one port could 
be destroyed that the commerce of another might be built up. 
It 


would only be a matter of fixing rates. Some manufacturing interests 
could be built up and others destroyed simply by discriminating or 
giving rebates. 
1 


One city would have to obey the commands put upon it under 


penalty of seeing its trade diverted to some other city. The manu- 
facturer would have to bow the knee or see his business rated out of 
existence. 


This is the condition that is rapidly forcing itself on this country, 


yet we are told the Government has no right or power to interfere. 
We were told that the Government had no right to interfere when 
'the Union was threatened with disruption that the infamy of human 
slavery might be perpetuated on these shores. But the Government 
did interfere, nevertheless, and the Union was preserved and slavery 
destroyed. 


If the railroads persist in forcing this issue, the freedom of com- 


merce and the independence of the Government will be preserved even 
if private ownership in railroads has to be abolished by a political 
'convulsion, as slavery was. 


Why Presidentand Senate Disagreed 


A subscriber desires to know what was the real point of differ- 


ence between the President and the Senate over the arbitration 
treaties. 
\ . 


It was a question of procedure. The treaties provided that the 


Government-of The United States and the other signatory 
powers 


might refer any subject of international dispute within the limits de- 
fined by the convention to The Hague tribunal by "agreement" The 
word agreement was stricken out in the Senate arid the word "treaty" 
substituted. This requires each case of arbitration to be approved by 
the Senate prior to submission to The Hague court. 


The Senate amended the treaties in two important particulars. 


One of the amendments is to the effect that no claim against any 
State of the United States, alleged to be due to a foreign govern- 
ment, or to any subject thereof, shall be a subject of arbitration under 
the agreement. The second amendment renders the arbitration treat- 
ies superfluous, because it provides that any agreement to submit a 
question to arbitration under the treaties shall in every case, before 
it becomes final, be communicated to the Senate, and concurred in by 
two-thirds of the Senators present. 


These changes require the President to obtain the consent of the 


Senate before submitting any dispute to arbitration. 
As the treaties 


were originally drawn the Executive was given general discretionary 
authority to so submit causes in dispute without consulting the Sen- 
ate in each particular case, during the life of the conventions. 


The Senate decided thai (i) there was no constitutional warrant 


for delegating its powers in any degree and (2) that it was the right 
and prerogative of the Senate to sanction the terms and conditions of 
each individual arbitration before its submission to an international 
court. 


It was the concensus of opinion with the leading constitutional 


lawyers of the Senate, among whom may be included Lodge, Spooner, 
Platt of Connecticut, Bacon of Georgia and Morgan of Alabama that 
an agreement to arbitrate was m a sense a treaty, which the Execu- 
hve could not constitutionally enter into without the Senate's par- Iaiative propertle-s

without the consent of the Senate, the wording of the treaties was 
changed in a \vay to prevent the President from arbitrating on his 
own initiative and responsibility. 


The President has decided that the changes rob the treaties of 


all virility arid usefulness, and he there "ore declines to submit them 
again to the other signatory powers. 
A.S amended, the treaties do 


not promote or expedite arbitration in the slightest degree. 


The contention once more illustrates the anomalous position the 


United States occupies among civilized nations and the difficulty our 
Government encounters in its external policy. 
The object sought 


by the President was clearly a peaceful, just and speedy settlement of 
disputes with foreign nations. Only the constitution—and its strict 
construction by the Senate—stood in the way. Particularly it may be 
remarked that the Senate has never hesitated to construe the Con- 
stitution strictly or loosely when a question affecting its powers and 
prerogatives has arisen. In the Hayes-Tilden controversy, it assumed 
an implied power totally at variance with the 
strict construction 


view it announced in regard to the arbitration treaties. In short, the 
Senate has invariably held on to all it had and has continually grab- 
Ded at everything else it could get, and hence has usually quarreled 
with all our strong Presidents.

Straightening Out San Domingo. 


^ 
The President's message transmitting to the Senate the protocol 


of the new treaty with San Domingo calls attention rather bluntly to 


:the responsibilities which the United States must assume if the Mon- 
•j-oe Doctrine is to be maintained. This Government cannot permit 
any European nation to obtain a foothold in the West Indian archi- 
jpelego, particularly in an island so fertile and so rich in natural re- 
^sources as San Domingo, yet the people of this country do not de- 
isire to annex the island or to assume a protectorate over it. The char- 
racter of the population is sufficient to account for this disinclination 
jThe inhabitants of one part of San Domingo are French speaking 
"negroes, the inhabitants of the other part are Spanish speaking mu- 
latto. Except for a few foreign residents there are practicafiy no 
pure whites in the island. While no European power is disposed to 
.dispute our claim to hegemony in San Domingo, it has become ab- 
solutely necessary' that the two so-called republics on the island shall 
;be compelled to keep faith in their international agreements 
and 


'show proper respect to the persons and property of foreign residents 
•"Hardly a twelvemonth passes that some power is not compelled to send 
;a warship to Dominican waters to obtain redress for some wrong in- 
dicted on the person or property of foreigners. Treaty engagements 
-_are no more respected than personal and property rights. Hence the 
.Dominican situation is a constant menace to the peace of the world 
'and a standing reproach to our attitude on the Monroe Doctrine. 
-All this the President frankly discusses in explanation of the treaty 
'which-has been drawn purposely to enable the United States to deal 
!with.Dominican .relations with other powers, without ^arbitrarily inter- 
fering with the independent action of the island geferanreat, 


It is to be observed that none of the Senators under indictment 


for criminal malfeasance voted to sustain the President in the matter 
of the arbitration treaties.

NEW TREATMENT. 


NEW YORK, Feiimary 17.—Tests 


and experiments conducted at Gouver- 
neur Hospital on patients suffering 
from cerebro spinal meningitis have 
led the doctors there to the belief that 
a new and successful treatment of the 
dread disease has been found. 
The 
mortality of meningitis 'has always 
been high and especially among chil- 
dren, and there has beed no accepted 
method of treatment among medical 
men 
The new method consists of the in- 


jection of a.nti toxin of diphtheria. Out 
of eight cases five have been absolute- 
ly cured w'lthout any subsequent com- 
plications and two show improvement. 
The only uncertain case is that of a 
girl ot ten, who was at the hospital 


seventeen days before she was treated 
with the anti toxin. 


Particularly interesting were the 
cases of three brothers from nine to 
fourteen years old. Another hrother 
had died at home after an illness of 
two dajs. Eight thousand units of an- 
ti toxin were given to each boy every 
forty-five hours. Two of them 
are 


no\v entirely well and the third 
is 


rapidly improving.

ANTI=VACCINAT10N DOESN'T 


TAKE IN ASSEMBLY 


Walsh Speaks Against the Bill and 


Waste Makes flove to Have 


Subject Reconsidered. 


(Special to THE TRIBUNE.) 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 17.The anti-vac- 


clnation bill of Senator Leavitt has met 
with defeat m the Assembly, the measure 
navlng received only 39 and the negative 
34 votes. At least 41 votes was necessary 
to carry the House. 
Assemblyman Waste, however, gave 
notice of moving to reconsider and as 
things appear now, it is likely the bill 
will go through the Assembly success- 
fully when it comes up the next time. 


INTENSE INTEREST. 


The interest displayed in the measure 
was Intens* and a number of eloquent 
speeches were delivered on both sides. As 
soon as the news of the defeat of the 
bill reached Senator Leavitt, he went 
to the Assembly and requested Assembly- 
man Waste, who had voted with the 
majority in opposition to the bill, to glva 
notice of reconsideration, 
which Mr. 
Waste did 


MR. WALSH'S OPPOSITION. 


Among the speakers against the bill 
was Assemblyman Walsh, who, among 
other things said. 
"In considering this bill at the present 
time, the Assembly Is taking a leap in 
the dark. Since the discovering, by Dr. 
Jenner, of the prevention of smallpox by 
vaccination, the populace has expressed 
its disapproval of the remedy from ~iune 
to time 
It is unnecessaiy to recall the 
ridicule and even personal violence to 
which the discoverer of this 'preventive 
was subjected when he promulgated his 
rreat remedy. These intermittent out- 
aursts of popular disapproval have con- 
tinued until the present day and have 
resulted in this State in the presentation 
of this bill to the Legislature. 


MEDICAL OPINION. 


"The great weight of medical opinion Is 
favor of compulsory vaccination. No 
person willingly takes medicine and much 
more unwilling is the person who will 
subject himself to vaccination. 
There- 
fore, compulsory measures are necessary. 
"This almost totaT eradication of small- 
in this country during the past one 
hundred years tas been due to the efforts 
of those who are in favor of vaccination 
as a preventive 
It Is true that high 
authority Is opposed to vaccination as a 


preventaUvo of smallpox. Notable imon* 
those who oppose Is Professor Wallace 
of England, who ranks .vith Darwm as 
the most' celebrated of scientists, but, in 
this country, the great welgnt of medical 
opinion is in favor of vaccination. 
i 
"If such a. measure as is now before 
the House is to be put into effect, this 
Legislature should have the judgment 
and opinion of high medical authority. 
It seems to me tnat this is a matter 
which should first come before the SUtj 
Board of Health for its opinion—a. Board 
composed of all Branches of the medical 
profession—and let us have the opinion 
of that board before taking steps to wipe 
from the statute books compulsory vac- 
cination. I shall vote against the bill." 
Assemblyman Strobridge said: 
"I am in favor of vaccination but I be- 
lieve it should be safeguarded 
with . 
science and perfection before it is made! 
obligatory, 
when it so provided for,' 
I shall be In favor of compulsory vac- ' 
dilation but not until such is the case." 


LIVELY FIGHT. 


While the roll was being called, a nuni- ! 
ber of members were absent -in attend- I 
ance upon committee meetings. It soon ; 
became apparent that there would be a 
very close vote and that necessary 411 
votes, a majority of the Assembly, would ' 
not likely be secured by either side of 
the fight. 
A call of the House was ordered. This I 
brought in a few members but the votus ! 
were divided between the opposing sides. ' 
Yet, 
the canvass continued and, at leagts, i 
there was a changing of votes. Assem- 
blyman Bates of Alameda, who had origi- 
nally voted In favor 
of 
the measure, 
changed his vote to no. 
After a desultory canvass for the miss- 
ing votes, the chair at length said he 
would announce the result of the ballot. 
At that moment Mr. Bates of Alameda 
changed his vote from nay to aye, where- 
upon the result of the vote was an- 
nounced. 
It was then that the notice of recon- 
sideration was given. 
The Alameda County Delegation voted 
as follows: 
Ayas—Bates, Bliss, Espey, Strobridge, 
Nay—Walsh, Waste, 2. 
Absent—Burke.

NEW RAILROADS 


The meeting of the Railroad Committee' 


and the Directors of the Oakland Board 
of Trade this morning was held to discuss 
and take action upon tho bill now before 
the Senate in re railroads. 


Upon reading the bills it was found 


that if passed it would practically pre- 
vent the "Western Pacific from entering 
Oakland except at such grade as to pre- 
vent depots or freight yards. It would 
also either cause the local electric line 
in its contemplated extension to San Jose 
and to Richmond, either to tunnel or go 
overhead present tracks in no less than 
seven or eight times. 
Then, .too, the 
law as contemplated by the bills would 
allow an existing road, after another road 
had built either tunnel or viaduct, to 
force the new road to go to grade and 
put in interlocking switch and maintain 
its workings, or if at grade force It to 
tunnel or build a viaduct.
